Born at Thurso, Quebec, he

FLOOD AMERICA WITH

New York, Jan, 5.—Proof that 
the United States was also includ- 


ed in the conspiracy of the Lenine.

money, has been revealed in docu- 
ments seized in the raids, accord.

to have been manufactured, and

NEW CANADIAN 
BANKRUPTCY ACT 
EFFECTIVE SOON 


Ottawa, Jan, 6—An order.ir- 
council has been passed bringirg 
into effect on July 1, 1920, thi 
Barkruptey act which was passed 
at the 191% spring session of 
parliament, 

There are several important 
features in the new bankruptcy act 
which hes been deelared by 
merchants and othera to be the 
most advanced piece of insolvency 
iegislation on the continent, 

It provides that all assignecs 
must be approved by tho various 
provincial governments, and that 
they must be capable men who will 
ve bonded for the work they are to 
perform. 

Another provision is that the 
benefits of the act are open to 
men in business, or private citizens 
if tte latter so desire to make ap 
iassingment They may be de. 
leclared insolvent if it is found 
that the circumstances warrent 
such actions

“Therefore, be it resolved, that 
the Canadian council of agricul. 
turure, while not at this time de- 
claring upon the a ape of gov- 
ernmeotal control as a permanent 
policy, believes it is desirable to 
continue pational marketing of 
Canada’s wheat product, at least, 
so long as the principal countries 
importing Oanadian wheat retain 
governmental control of their im- 
porte and distribntion,”
